Some say tUat the Lieu- 
tenant Governor would become Gover- 
nor, and the President pvo tern of the 
Senate boooine Lieutenant Governor; 
others that there would be a vacancy in 
tlie offioe of 
Lieutenant 
Governor, 


which would be filled at the next general 
election, and that also an election for 
Governor would take place at tlie samo 
time. The JOUBNA& thinks it under- 
stands the questions involved, and as- 
serts that in the event of the death of 
the Governor, the Lieutenant Governor 
would become Governor, and for the en- 
tire unexpired term. The new Gover- 
ornor would have the appointment of 
the Lieutenant Governor, such appoint- 
ment to hold until the next general elec- 
tion, when the people would elect for 
the remainder of the term. In order 
for the President pro tern of the Senate 
to rise higher, tho Governor and Lieu- 
tenant Governor must both dio at once, 
in which event he would succeed to the 
chief Executive office, and have the ap- 
pointment of the Lieutenant.

Hayek, »lie Stagre Kobber, Confesses 


His Own nuil lliinkln'H Unlit. 


In Elko last Saturday, 'the trial of 


Thomas Duukiu, indicted jointly with 
iVilliam H. Huyok for the robbery of 
;ho Tnscarora stage, was progressing in 
the District Court. Tha Independent 
says: The prosecution had examined a 
number of witnesses, the 
testimony 


>eiug somewhat strong against the pris- 
oner, but it being almost entirely cir- 
cumstantial, there was nothing adduced 
which would definitely locate the guilt. 
The defendant appeared to be well sat- 
sfied with thu manner in which the 
;rial was progessing, and it was quite 
evident that neither he nor bis counsel 
aadthe remotest idea'of the denouement 
which was in preparation by the attor- 
neys for the State and the officers who 
have been engaged in working up the 
case. About 2 o'clock this afternoon, 
whan all of the witnesses who had been 
sworn for the prosecution had testified, 
and it was supposed that the evidence* 
was all in, tho District Attorney called 
the name of 


WILLIAM H. HtJYCK, 


Who at that moment appeared within 
the bar of the Court in custody of Dep- 
uty Sheriff Polk, fluyck's unexpected 
appearance created a docided sensation 
iu Court, and every eye was eagerly 
turned in the direction of th» alleged 
accomplice of Dunkin. 
The prisoner, 


although evidently surprised, and at a 
loss to understand the meaning of the 
event which was transpiring, evinced no 
other perceptible emotion, excepting, 
perhaps, that his face became for a mo- 
ineut a slight shade paler. Hnyck W.BS 
sworn and took the stand. After a few 
preliminary questions, the District At- 
torney propounded the following: 


"Who were the persons engaged in 


the robbery of the Tuscarora stage ou 
the night of the 10th of March?" 


A pin could have bet^i heard to drop 


in the Court room as the witness slowly 
and deliberately replied: 


"THOMAS DUNKIN AND MYSELF." 


He then gave a full account of tho 


robbery, his testimony iu nearly every 
respect corroborating that of the wit- 
nesses who had preceded him.

prisoner was further surprised by tho 
unexpected production of two silver 
watches stolen from the express box, 
which were found last night concealed 
in Duukin's shop at Tusoarora by offi- 
cer Al. Parker, upon information fur 
nished by Huyck. Tho watches arrived 
by to-day's stage in time to appear in 
evidence. The CJ.SQ has been admirably 
worked up by detectives John Thacker 
and Deputy Sheriff Polk, who are on- 
titled to the greater portion of credit for 
the successful manner in which it has 
been prosecuted in Court.

Rivalry iu Utah. 


A Salt Lake correspondent of the San 


Francisco Chronicle, under date of the 
20th, writes the following , 


The Denver and Rio Grande is a ter- 


rible thorn in the side of the Union 
Pacific, and although the officials scorn 
the idea ot any loss of traffic, the situa- 
tion grows daily worse for the old 
monopoly. About twelve miles of track 
of the narrow-gauge Denver and Rio 
Grande has been laid from here north 
toward Ogden, and although 
some 


twenty-five miles remain, the new route 
proposes to open for the Denver-San 
Fraucisco trade early in May. The 
Denver and Kio Grande parallels the 
Utah Central, the broad-gauge northern 
roud now under lease to the Union 
Pacific, and leaving out some detours 
for village traffic, is three miles shorter 
than the latter. 
Every effort is be 


ing made at Ogden by the Union Pacific 
to prevent the 
coming of the Kio 


Grande, all the ground surrounding the 
Union depot for a long distance having 
been "cob-webbed" by gravel trains to 
prevent the entrance of the rival road. 
As the nnvrow-gauge has made a secret 
traffic alliance with the Central Pacific, 
it will enter on the hitter's route if no 
indepentent ground can be obtained. 
The line hence to Ogilon has three rails 
and will be adapted for both broad and 
narrow-gauge. 


There has been some talk of a cut iu 


rates, but there is no daager of that, 
und this morning a special telegram was 
received from Denver, staling that the 
following Uuion Pacific officials 
had 


just reached that city to confer with the 
Denver and Kio Grande und arrange for 
a pool, namely: General Manager Clark, 
General Ticket Agent Stebblns and Gen- 
eral Freight Agent Hliploy. 


The scale on Which the Southern Ex- 


position at Louisville is projected has 
received a new and quite striking illus- 
tration in the arrangements made for 
the musical entertainment of visitors. 
Hook & Hastings, of Boston, are under 
contract to place in the Music Hall of 
the main building one of the largest 
organs in the country, and the largest 
organ that has ever been south of tho 
Ohio river. It is proposed to have 
daily organ recitals on this ^instrument, 
and some of the best performers in. the 
United States will be engaged to give 
special performances. 


In addition to this a contract has been 


made with the celebrated New York 
Seventh Regiment Band to give two 
concerts a day for the first fifty days, 
nnd with the famous Gilmore'sJJBand of 
New York to give two ' concerts a day 
for the last fifty days. The cost of 
these musical arrangements 
will be 


$45,000; a jlarger sum than was ex- 
pended at the Centennial Exposition 
lor music. The liberality of tho Louis- 
ville people iu their arrangements for 
the Southern Exposition has been a 
very agreeable surprise to the country. 
It is the first large exposition that has 
not gone begging among the leading 
cities of the country or sought govern- 
mental appropriations. The only thing 
approaching such aid to the Southern 
Exposition is a voluntary appropriation 
of $500 made by the New Jersey Legis- 
lature to pay the expenses of four com- 
missioners appointed by the Governor 
of that State to visit the Exposition, 
and make a r.eport o'i the present con- 
dition of tho industries of the United 
States. The people of Louisville sub- 
scribed iu money all tho funds they 
needed, and all they have asked of 
other people is that they will send in- 
teresting aud valuable exhibits and 
come themselves to witness the exhibi- 
tion.

dull exhibition, |the managers of the 
Southern Expositiou have made more 
elaborate and expensive arrangements 
for musical entertainment than ever be- 
fore attempted iu nuch an enterprise. 
Gilmore's Band has long been famous 
iu America, and in its recent tour of 
Europe its reputation drew immense 
audiences in nil the principal cities. 
During a later lour through some of the 
Eastern cities in this country the con- 
certs were marked events that induced 
special excursion railroad trains from 
all the neighboring 
country. 
The 


Seventn Regiment Baud, which is at- 
tached to New York's wealthiest and 
most noted military organization, ia the 
most celebrated regimental band in 
America. It is accustomed to f uraish- 
iug musical entertainment to tho fash- 
ionable throngs that gather at the great 
Seventh Regiment Armory in New York, 
and is considered a choice acquisition 
to every kind of entertainment in the 
East. 


Either of these uiub^oul organizations 


could command large audiences and the 
highest coucert prices in any city. 
It 


is certainly a very striking evidence of 
the spirit of the Southern Exposition, 
tuat it proposes to give its visitors two 
concerts, of two houi.s eaoh, wvery day, 
for one hundred dtiyb, from such bands 
as these. 
For such entertainment as 


this tho Southern imposition is very 
happily situated. The grounds are iu 
the best built and most fashionable part 
of the city, aud some of the fine 
residences Louisville is uotedjfor are 
within a stone's throw of the gates. Im- 
mediately in front of the north end of 
tho main building is a park of eighteen 
acres of lawn and ttowora, and some of 
the finest forest-trees that may be seen 
any whore in the world. This park will 
bo inclosed with the Exposition grounds,

They say Hod.-don shall not live 
in their camp, as they believe, notwith- 
standing his acquittal when tried re- 
cently onjtho churge, that he did set giant 
powder to bio w up tho Geddes and Ber- 
trand hoisting works, which, if success- 
ful, would have resulted iu killingrnany 
of them in tho iniuo below. 


The Carson Appeal publishes the sub- 


joined concerning this suit: 


Attorney GsueriU Davenport and W. 


E. F. Deal, attorneys for the State in 
the suit of Livingston Bros, against the 
State for $16,000, have filed their brief. 
From this document it is learned that 
the suit grows out of alleged failure of 
contract on the part of the State. 
Sev- 


eral years ago the State issued $380,000 
in bonds, which were purchased fay 
Mark Ligiugstone. 
Soon after 
the 


treasury began to overflow on account 
of the tax on bullion from the bonanza 
mines aud a law was passed, authoriz- 
ing the redemption of the bonds, pro- 
vided they could be bought on terms 
that would •secure to the purchaser a 
rate of interest equal to 4% per cent, 
per annum during the life of the bonds. 
The bonds were bought and delived to 
the State Treasurer and 
cancelled, 


Mark Livingstone receiving therefor 
something near half a million dollars in 
big round double eagles. 
Now Mark 


and his brother come forward with a 
claim for an extra $16,000. Col. G. G. 
Lyon is of counsel for the plaintiffs. 


A Carson correspondent gives some 


additional particulars iu the annexed: 


Attorney General Davenport and W. 


E. F. Deal, attorneys for the State in 
the suit of Livingston Brothers against 
the Stato for $16,185 17, have filed 
their brief. 
It covers twenty-seven 


printed pages. 
The suit arises from a 


dispute between the State authorities 
and the Livingstons us to the amount of 
interest due on State bonds held by the 
plaintiffs. 
The bonds were issued for 


$380,000, to run eight years, but the 
State soon afterward got rich from the 
immense revenue derived from the tax 
ou the net proceeds of mines, the big 
bonanza showing up at that time, nnd 
in about a year a law was passed au- 
thorizing the redemption of the bonds 
at terms that would insure for the pur- 
chaser thereof not less than four and 
one-half per cent, per annum interest 
during the life of the bonds. 
A settle- 


ment was made, and the bonds were di- 
verted to the State authorities—Gover- 
nor Kinkead and Treasurer Crockett 
being of the Board of Commissioners — 
and the amount received by the Living- 
stons, or rather by Mark Livingston, 
was $502,702 17. He took the money 
and delivered the bonds, though he said 
at the time that he was not sutisfiad. 
Now he and his brother biing suit for 
the extra $16,000 nnd odd dollars. 
The 


brief referred to is very severe in its 
criticisms on Colonel G. G. Lyon, for- 
merly Private Secretary to ex-Governor 
Jiiukead, but. now of counsel for tho 
plaintiffs in this casu 
Messrs. Duvou- 


port and Deal assort that rtt the time of 
the settlement Colonel Lyou's figures 
were the same as those of the other 
State officers, w th whom all the ex- 
peits of San Francisco agreed. 
He is 


credited with having originated the new 
process of reckoning, which, it 
is 


claimed, will have tho effect of making 
the State pay compound interest, if the 
plamtiffrt nro snccusr.fal. 
A number of 


technicalities are raised by the brief, 
but the main point, :is I understand it, 
is given above.
